Enactment of the legisla- 
tion came 50 years after Illi- 
nois inaugurated its program 
of state tftd for counties 
building paved roads. Such 
aid was provided in what was 
known as the Tice Hill, ap- 
proved by the 48th (ieneral 
Assembly in Iflt.'l, 

The next year. Cov. Ed- 
ward ft; Dunne led a motor- 
cade from C h i c ago to 



beginning Mooscheart near the site or 
I he first road to be con- 
structed under the new taw 
lor ceremonies including the 
turning of the first shovel of 
dirt. 

The date was April 15, 
1014. The road was what 
Is now Illinois 31. During 
Ml 1 4, a total of 80 counties 
hegan work on paved roads 
wiih the state aid granted by 
virtue of tho Tico Bill. 

Cov. Frank O. Lowden 
chose April 15 four years 
later to begin a campaign 
for a $60 million bond Issue 
for paved highways. The is- 
sue was approved by the vot- 
(co/itinufd on page 0) 



future. For this reason, 
these surplus monies have 
been transferred by the 
Board of Supervisors to a 
building fund to help provide 
proper housing for our courts 
and county offices. The pas- 
sage of the new Judicial Arti- 
cle and tho additional judges 
and courtroom s needed to 
implement the Article makes 
the huilding of a new court- 
house almost In the category 
of an emergency. 

Wo believe that ordinary 
sound business practice 
should be employed by all 
tax spending bodies, and it 
Is only normal procedure for 
any business to attempt to 
build a surplus fund looking 
ahead to the time when the 
new facilities, will be built. 
This accomplishes t w o 
things: first — It may "obviate 
the need for a Bond Issue or 
will allow for a lower Bond 
Issi^e at the lime of building, 
plus a great saving in inter- 
est costs. A second reason 
for building up a reserve of 
tax dollars at the county 
level, which we consider 
sound management, can be 
explained by the fact that the 
percentage of delinquent 
taxes varies from year to 
year. 

This means, In effect, that 
each taxing body receives 
only that portion of their 
particular tax levy on which 
taxes are actually paid. As 
an example, If a school board 
should levy a total amount 
of $100,000 for a given year 
and tax payments were 85%, 
this school board would then 
receive only $05,000. 

Tax paymonts In Lake 
County during the past few 
years have been at an all- 
time high — more than 05%. 
It is within the memory of 
many Lake County taxpayers 
when tax payments averaged 
less than 80%. It Is ap- 
parent that if a decline in the 
general economy should oc- 
cur with a resultant drop in 
the tax collection, that tlie 
surplus could very easily be 
wiped out in one year. 
' For these reasons, the 
Lake County Board of. Super- 
visors has deemed It advis- 
able to maintain the present 
.047 tax rate. I was, and am 
in agreement with this pol- 
icy,"
